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REMARKS / ARGUMENTS 

1. In the above referenced Office Action, the 
Examiner rejected claims 1-10, 16-28 and 39 under 35 USC § 
103 (a) as being unpatentable over Peterzell (Pub. No. US 
2002/0132597) in view of Ninomiya (U.S. Patent No. 
5,940,029). These claims have been canceled, without 
prejudice to the subject matter claimed therein. 
Applicant's plan to pursue the patentability of these 
claims in a continuing application filed during the 
pendency of the instance application. 

Examiner indicated that claims 11-15, 28-38 and 40-41 
were allowable. The applicants respectfully request 
reconsideration of the instance application and request 
that claims 11-15, 28-38 and 40-41 be passed to allowance.
